Taking Possession of the Grave. 

Your correspondent, with a party of 
American tourists, witressed such an 
event at the big Jewish cemetery a cou- 
ple of @ays ago. After starving herself 
for a whole year “Mother Rebecca’”’ hod 
acquired possession of 6 feet by 2 |-2, and 
all her friende and sisters had turned out 
to do the honors. They arrived from 
the town in procession, carrying banners 
and greens, and Mother Rebecca proud- 
ly ‘wore the shroud, in which she hopes t9% 
make her debut in paradise on judgmen: 
day. Singing and praying the good folks 
entered the cemetery and climbed over 
monuments, and walled spaces to the 
narrow epot, where the former proprie- 
tor stood waiting with the deed, pen 
and ink and witnesses. The lega] form- 
alities over, the attending rabbi said a 
long prayer. Then somebody brought a 
little ladder and Mother: Rebecca stepped 
down into the grave and stretched her- 
self out at full length, probably to see 
whether it was as comfortable as the 
rea] estate man had beasted. 

“Splendid,” she cried, and all the amen 
sisters and friends shouted congratula- 
tions and words of encouragement. Next 
the rabbi pronounced the death prayer, 
which Mother Rebecca, as she lay in 
the grave, repeated word for word. After 
that they pulled her up awith ropes and 
the merry making began. The men and 
women danced and laughed and screamed 
and thanked the Lord for the blessings 
conferred upon Rebecca on this day of 
days. And there was wine and swects 
and bread for everyone, even for the 
beggars and dogs, that crowded around.

‘Has He forgotten 
that I am fully prepared to meet Him? 
I have a beautiful shroud to be buried in, 
a dry, comfortable grave and a lovely 
son who will pray for me.’’ 

The Adopted Son. 

The “adopted son’’ is another peouliar 
Jerusalem institution. A man was point- 
ed out to me who has no less than fifteen 
adopted mothers. He is a rabbi of un- 
prepossessing appearance, but is able 
to say prayers even in his sleep. He has 
to—if he wants to keep his engagements, 
for an amen-sayer’s adopted son is 


bound to say a hundred amens for his 


‘mother’ daily. And the mere pro- 
nouncing, of the word is not enough. It 
aust come as a conclusion of some more 
or less extensive sentence for ‘‘amen’”’ 
means ‘“‘be it so.” The rabbi alluded to 
‘and others of his ilk hire out as ‘‘adopted 
sons’’ for 10 francs in hand paid, and 
it is their solemn duty not onry to say a 
hundred amens a day for mamma while 
she is alive, but to pray for her on 
her death anniversary as long as he, the 
adopted son, endures. Think of the re- 
sponsibility of a man with fifteen amen 
mothers—and all for $30! Scoffers prob- 
ably imagine that an adopted son is lia- 
ble to take it easy after mother went to 
ther tight little subway apartment, but 
the Jerusalem brand is not made of 
that stuff.

Rolls is one of the best motor racers in 
England.

He does not care for 
railway trains as a means of locomotion, 
and never patronizes them when he can 
possibly do without them, which is near- 
ly always.

“I think about the narrowest’ squeak 
I ever had when traveling at racing 
speed on a motor car,’ "said Mr. Rolls 
to the writer, when questioned on the 
point, ‘“‘was when I was driving a car 
in the great Paris-Vienna race. At one 
pont in. the race we were whizzing 
along finely at about seventy miles an 
hour, and all was going well until, on 
rounding a corner, the two outside tires 
punctured and the car naturally 
swerved off the track. It made straight 
for a big tree on the side of the road, 
and we seemed to be in for a most 
terrific smash and a very probable ter- 
mination to our careers, when away 
went the tree as if it had been mere- 
ly an optical delusion on our part or 
had fallen down on hinges. The car 
knocked it clean away as if it were 
nothing but a straw, and the next 
thing we knew was that we were al- 
most buried in a bank, but very Iittlé 
the worse for what had happened. 

“Except in racing, when they are 
plentiful enough, one doesn’t get adven- 
tures in these days as one used to do 
when automobilism was in its infancy 
and there were all sorts of difficulties 
to be overcome which rarely beset the 
driver now. I have seen people so 
afraid of an advancing car that they 
have climbed trees and telegraph poles 
to be out of the way and in a safe 
place. Once when I was driving a car 
in Scotland an old woman who saw me 
coming knelt down in the roa. and 
prayed. 

“One cold winter’s night in these very 
early days I was driving from Paris to 
Havre. Lots of things went wrong 
with the car, and at last, to make our 
troubles complete,, it began to snow and 
we lost our way. After dark the pump 
got out of order, the water ceased cir- 
culating and became frozen solid, and 
then the engine stopped. Unless we 
could thaw the water again we were 
done for. To do this it was necessary 
to light a fire under the radiator, and 
#0 we soaked an old mackintosh in pe- 
trol and applied a light to it. How- 
ever, this blaze fafled to thaw the 
water, and so we dragged the car on to 
a village whefe there was an electric 
Might station. I made friends with the 
man in charge of it, and obtained from 
him some red-hot coals from his fire 
and placed them under the car in the 
road. This had the desired effect, and 
after several repairing matters had been 
attended to we were able to move on. 
It was a dreadful night. 

“Only those who motor can realize 
what a healthy recreation it is. For 
instance, you would hardly imagine 
what a splendid appetite it gives you. 
The keen motorist who cannot eat is 
not to be discovered. Also, some péo- 
ple seem to think that it all a case 
of sitting down, and that there is no 
proper exercise in it. If they tried it 
they would soon be undeceived. Al- 
though :t is a pleasure there is a lot 
of hard work fo be done in driving a 
motor car, and a man’s muscles are 
tested as probably they were never 
tested before.”’

QUEER SIGHTS ARE WITNESSED 
IN THE PLAY HOUSES OF JAPAN 
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By Eleanor Franklin, in Japan. 
OKIO, June l.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.)—I have lived in Japaa 
on different occasions for many 
mcnths, but not until yesterday had 1 
ever been able to “sit through’ a Jap 
a@nese play. Yesterday I did. I went 
at half past 3 in the afternoon, wags 
fn time to see the first curtain rise, 
f:d remained to see the last one fall 
at the conclusion of the eleventh act 
nearly seven hours later, and it was a 
modern drama a modern theater, 
acted by modern actors of the newesi 
school. While we sat there gathering 
much food for reflection on the evident 
Cccidentalization of this most Orientu! 
rétion, the fleet of Admiral Togo was 
ergaging the Baltic squadron up i 
Trushima strait in a naval battle such 
as has never been fought before in 
the world’s history, but we knew notn- 
ing about it. If we had, I dare sav 
We could hardly have awaited so calm 
iy the end of the much less interesting 
G:ama we were witnessing. We should 
breve been out eagerly listening for the 
ercited jangling of the bells of the goga,

seat of war. 

The news that the Baltic fleet, 
Which we in Tokio had talked hourly 
these months past, has been met and 
rractically destroyed is twenty-foui 
hcurs old now, but it has not yeti 
hcome “official,’’ so one is supposed to 
krow nothing.

seven long hours. The play was 
‘‘Nami-ko,” a modern love story in 
which some of the characters are eas- 
recognizable as personages of vast 
:mportance in Tokio. It seems that a 
few years ago the Marquis Oyama, the 
great field-marshal, had a daughter, 
whom he gave in’ marriage, in the usu- 
al Japanese manner, to a young nobie- 
man who was an only son and heir to 
a large estate. The mother of the 
young man was very old and belonged 
to a period long before Meiji, and it 
was an unhappy fate for the young 
daughter of the house of Oyama to 
have her for a mother-in-law. Accord- 
she 
to become something but a IAttle 
more exalted than an upper servant in 
her husband’s household, and she had 
to give way in all things to her moth- 
er-in-law and hourly propitiate the dis- 
agreeable old woman. In the course of 
a few months she contracted tubercu- 
10818, 8 disease so common in Japan, 
ang during her husband's absence from 
home her mother-in-law divorced her. 
The excuse given was, of course, that 
there was danger of the young wife 
communicating the disease to her hus- 
band, who was the last of the noble 
name; so she was sent back home to 
die in her own father’s house, and her 
husband was not told until after it was 
too late, in accordance with the Japan- 
ese code of honor; for him to do any- 
thing. This is a true story, and the 
dramatization is called ‘‘Nami-ko.” 

In the play the husband is made a 
young naval officer, and it is whils he 
is away fighting in the Japan-China war 
that his wife is divoi ted, but most of 
the other characters ar hardly disz.si<ed 
at all, and it is intere ting to hear the 
people frankly calling them by ‘their 
real names. In the f. 'st act Nami-ko 
and Takeo are just ma ried and are on 
their wedding journey ti Ikao, the «aau- 
tiful hot springs up in the Nikko moun- 
tains. Here is glaring modernity number 
one, for weuuing journeys are the very 
newest thing in Japan’s newly acquired 
cusioms, and are looked upon by must 
people with scornful suspigion.

ONDON, July 15.—The second 
national peace congress of Great 
Britain and Ireland was made re 
markable by the adoption of an “Alle. 
gorical Peace Picture,’’ planned to sym- 
bolize the aims of the peace lovers of 
this countgy. The design is intended to 
suggest the possibility, the desirability 
and the necessity of internationa] con- 
corn—a world at peace. 

The central device shows the land sur- 
face of the earth in white on the ‘‘Card- 
loid’’ projection The dove, with olive 
branch in her beak, js emblematic of the 
three forces which make for peace—the 
spiritual force, Christianity; the intel- 
lectual force, education; and the political 
force, arbitration. The rainbow stands 
for deliverance from the terrible 
scourge of war. The sky is diapered with 
a constellation of sixty-five stars, repre- 
senting the principal countries of the 
earth, the large star being the British 
empire, ‘“‘which embraces one-quarter of 
the area, one-quarter of the population, 
and one-half of the wealth of the world” 
—a vain-glorious ‘boast of national mag- 
nificence fhat comes strangely from a 
society opposed to national aggréndize- 
ment. 

The words at the top, “Per Orbem 
Pax” (“On Warth Peace’’), recall the 
jubliee. message. The moaito below, 
“Floreat Concordia’’ (“May Concord

FAIL IN LONDON 


Manager of Famous Criterion in 
Picadilly Tells Why,

American Drinks Are Not Appreci- 
ated in the World’s Metropolis. 
_ Efforts To Popularize Amer- 
ican Restaurant§ Also 
Prove Unsuccessful. 


Special Cable. 

London, Tury 18.—Every attempt to 
maintain a high class American bar in 
London has failed. The latest provf of 
this is furnished by the transference of 
the Criterion’s American bar, long the 
most famous feature of that popular Pic. 
cadilly resort, to another and less ccn- 
Spicuous part of the building where, 
dwarfed fn sfze and shorn of its former 
glory, it will probably continue to maka 
a feeble struggle for existence a few 
years longer. And this has been accom- 
panied by a change hardly less signifi- 
cant—the abolition of the distinctively 
American features of {ts noted restau- 
rant. In search of an explanation I in- 
terviewed the manager on the subject. 

‘It is because,” he said, ‘in London 
Americans seem to prefer adhering tc 
the old adage which bids them when in 
Rome to do as the Romans do. Taking 
the resident and floating American pop- 
ulation together there are enough of tham 
to keep seveial American bars and res- 
But they wont sive 
them enough of their patronage to make 
them pay. And though in America the 
Englishman displays all the zeal of the 
convert in his appreciation of American 
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mixed arings and bestows a more guard: 
ed aproval on American dishes, on his 
native heath he seems to regard it as a 
patriotic duty to set himself sternly 
against any innovations in the matter of 
food and liquors. 

What Americans Prefer. 

*“T have sométmes thought that Amer- 
icans here prefer taking their liquid re- 
freshments in the English fashion, be- 
cause of the. opportunities it affords 
them to dilate on the superior virtues 
of the American concoctions. In speech 
at least, the American is always hboygl 
to the cocktail, and is never more elo- 
quent in its praises than when he is 
consuming a Scotch whisky and soda, or 
making a wry face over gin and bit- 
ters. 

“There is no doubt, toc, that the Amer- 
ican bar in London has suffered grievous- 
ly in reputation because of the many 
spurious imitations of it that have been 
foisted on the public. These display a 
list of so-called American mixed drinks 
to the number of two score or more, and 
to most of which Americans themselvas 
are entire strangers. ‘Chain Lightnin,’ 
‘Stomach Tickler,’ ‘Corpse Reviver,’ are

That rendered such 
drinks an extravagant luxury compared 
with which the most costly of the Eng- 
lish brand are dirt cheap. At an Eng- 
lish bar the American sojourner runs 
far less risk of being importuned by 
impecunious compatriots. There are some 
English bars where they make a pre- 
tense of concocting a few of the best 
known American drinks, but the art of 
mixing them has never been mggtered 
by an English barmaid, even when the 
proper Ingredients are at hand.”’ 

Here I expressed some surprise at my 
informant’s knowledge of American 
drinks, which indicated a more intimate 
acquaintance with them than could well 
have been obtained on English soil. 

“I spent some’ years in the United 
States in the refreshment business,’’ he 
said, “and it was there I learned wha. 
American drinks are like. It was an 
essential parf of my professional train- 
ing, you know. As I am an Austrian 
by birth, I can at least claim to be a 
cosmopolitan so far as concerns food 
and drink. 

“For a long time at the Criterion we 
did our best to cater to American tastes 
with respect to both. We set aside part 
of our restaurant for American dishes 
and tried to impart to it a distinctly 
American atmosphere. We served clam 
chowder, bo:led New England dinners,, 
baked beans, corn bread, sweet corn and 
many other American  speciaiues to 
which Englishmen are strangers. We 
made regular importations of all the;

The New Havana. 

My last visit to Havana was made more 
than twenty years ago, in company with 
Senator John Sherman, then president 
pro tem. of the senate and acting vice 
president of the United States, Vice Pres- 
ident Hendricks having died. By the 
then law had President Cleveland died 
in office Mr. Sherman would have suc- 
ceeded him, and when we reached Hava- 
na the papers referred to him as the vice 
president of the United States. To show 
the condition of the island at that time I 
need only instance that a plot was gotten 
up by some brigands to kidnap Mr. Sher- 
man and hold him for ransom. The plan 
was to capture our party during a trip 
We were to make to a sugar plantation 
not far from the city, and it would sure- 
ly have been carried out had we not at 
the last moment changed our route and 
visited another plantation. The story of 
the plot was never given to the newspa- 
pers, but Senator Sherman firmly believed 
in the truth of this statement, and it 
thas always been a great regret to me 
that I was not able to be the only cor- 
respondent to chronicle the real _ kid- 
naping for ransom of a vice president of 
the United States. 

At that time Havana contained a hun- 
dred thotisand less people than it does 
now, and the city, was fifty years behind 
its present condition. It was dirty to an 
extreme: Stark-naked children could be 
seen in the poorer quarters and the dray- 
ing and other heavy traffic was done by 
great carts pulled by ox teams with 
yokes strapped to their horns. There 
Were no street cars and no modern im- 
provements of any kind. 

Today Havana has a good electric car 
line, with more than 50 miles of track 
and something like 200 motor cars. The 
street car company took in last year 
gross receipts of more than a million dol- 
jars, and it promises to be a very profit- 
able corporation. The car lines are now 
being built out to the suburbs, and they 
will probably extend the system to the 
surrounding country. I have never seen 
cleaner cars nor cleaner car conductors 
than those of Havana. The men dress in 
light gray linen suits. They are polite, 
and they handle the traffic in a gentle- 
manly way. 

A Clean: City. 

Indeed, Havana will compare favorably 
with any town in Holland or Switzerland. 
It is better than Zurich, where the police. 
men arrest you for throwing paper on 
the street. Washington, Boston and 
New York are dirty beside it. The streets 
look as though they were washed and 
Swept every hour, and the asphalt shines 
ae the floor of a Dutch kitchen. I 
don’t know what they do with the gar- 
bage, but so far I have yet to detect a 
vile smell, 

During my first visit I found the na- 
tives ragged, and many of the poor were 
half naked. Today every one is well 
dressed, and the poor are cleaner than 
Americans of the same class. All are 
busy. Wages are high and all have 
plenty to do. 


As you look at It from the sea, it forms 
a mass of bright color, its buildings ris- 
ing almost straight up from the water, 
interspersed with green trees. On one 
side is the Malecon, with a sea wall in 
front of it, against which the. spray 
dashes high into the air. On the other 
side of the harbor entrance stands Morro 
Castle, more picturesque than any cas- 
tle of the Rhine, and on the hills beyond 
it are barracks and fortifications. Com- 
ing into the harbor the entrance is not 
more than a thousand feet wide. The 
Sea, which is of a deep blue outside, 
turns to light green near the shore, and 
you now sée that the houses are painted 
all colors of the rainbow, which seem 
brighter than usual under the dazzling 
light. 
In the Havana Harbor. 

The Havana harbor has altogether an 
area Of about twenty  quarter-section 
farms. It is three miles long and two 
miles wide and it winds in and out 
among the hills. It has considerable 
Shipping, boats from all parts of the 
world being anchored here and there in 
it, with the rusty wreck of the Maine 
in the center. 

Cuba has a commerce of about $150,- 
000,000 a year, and three-fourths of it 
passes through Havana. It is very ex- 
pensively handled, as one may see by the 
great lighters which are used for loading 
and unloading the ships. The lighterage 
companies are opposed to the building 
of wharves, and for this reason no such 
concessions have yet been granted. The 
cost of the lighterage is about $3,000.- 
000 per annum, or, in round numbers, at 
least 2 per cent on all the goods taken in 
‘and out of Havana. 


The Maine Will Be Raised. 


In going to and from the steamers dur- 


ing the past few weeks I have had oc- | 


casion to pass by the Maine. Only a 
Small portion of the vessel is stil] above 
water and this is red from accumulated 
rust. About a year ago a contract was 
made with the government by an Amer- 
ican named DeWychoff to remove the 
wreck from the harbor. The work was 
to be done at the expense of the con- 
tractor, who was to pay $5,000 to 
Cuba, and in exchange to be given a 
title to the property recovered. A com- 
pany with a capital of $600,000 was in- 
corporated at Washington, D. C., last 
fall to do this work, and connected with 
it was Dr. E. L. Corthell, the well known 
engineer, and others. So far nothing 
has been done, but I understand that the 
contractors expect to build a water- 
tight cofferdam about the vessel and to 
raise it to the surface. According to 
their arrangement with the government, 
the Maine Is to be entirely removed by 
next December. 

American Steamship for Cuba. 

There are five Americcan steamship 
companies which now have connection 
with Havana running regular steamers 
here from our several ports. They were 
crowded all last winter and they are 
making preparations for a great increase 
of travel during the coming season. I 
came to Cuba from Mobile on the steam- 
ship Saratoga, which is operated by the 
Munson Company. That service was put 
on for the first time last season and the 
vessel has not been able to carry all the 
passengers. It has been so crowded 
and has paid so well that Mr. 
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year. The trip from Mobile to Cuba is 
only forty hours. Leaving Tuesday 
evening you are landed in Havana Thurs- 
day morning after a sail more dellightful 
than that from Baltimore to Boston. 
The ship is good, the rates are low and 
the accommodations comfortable. 

The Southern Pacific railway company 
has a steamer sailing 
from New Orleans, which 
Havana on Monday. This voyage is 
from .forty to forty-eight hours, about 
twelve hours being consumed in going 
down the Mississippi river. The Penin- 
sula and Occidental Steamship ccompany 
has steamers from Tampa, Fla., and also 
from Miami, which take you in Ilittle 
more than a day from the United States 
to Havana. The Tampa boats leave Sun- 
day, Tuesday and Thursday nights, and 
the Miami boats on Wednesdays and 
Saturdays. 

All of these lilnes are overcrowded, and 
the same is true with the boats from 
New York. The latter belong to the 
Ward line, which plies between New 
York and Mexico via Havana and also 
has large steamers sailing to Havana 
direct. The fastest of these ships make 
the trip in three days.. I understand 
that the Wards will put on a new line 
of steamers next year which will go from 
New York to Nipe bay, the new port 
of northeastern Cuba, and that through 
tickets will then be sold from New York 
to Havana, landing the. passengers at 
Antilla, the port on Nipe bay, and carry- 
ing them across Cuba by railroad. It is 
probable that ships will be put on from 
New York to Jamaica, calling at Mipe 
i bay, so that Jamaica passengers will be 
j}able to come to Havana on their way to 
and from New York. 

At present there are regular steam- 
ship llines from Copenhagen to Havana 
connecting this island with Antwerp, 
Havre, and Bilbao, Spain, and Spanish 
steamers from Spanish ports which call 
thrice a month. The North German 
Lloyd has steamers from Bremen to this 
port and the Hamburg-American have 
minthly sailings from Hamburg.

themselves to be worthy; and also allow 
the same parole principle to be applied 
to adults when in the commission's judg- 
ment worthy, with authority to confine 
again if necessary. Then escapes will be 
less frequent and hope and good conduct 
would take the place of the strop and 
blood hounds to a large extent.

—That, prior to 1896 Mr. Smith’s newspaper, the Atlanta Journal, had been 
a bitter assailant of the railroads, it having been largely through the violence 
of these attacks that the general headquarters of the Southern Railroad system 
was driven from Atlanta to Washington; 

—That, Mr. Smith had a conference with President Spencer during the 
year 1896 with regard to representing certain legal interests of the Southern 
Railroad involving, as Mr. Smith says in his letter to Mr. Spencer, the right of 
the Southern to ownership of the Central Railroad; 

—That, on November 6th, 1896, Mr. Smith wrote a letter to Mr. Spencer 
declining to represent the Southern in this case, attributing as his reason his 
belief that the Southern could not legally hold stock in the Central, a competing 
line, and that it was best for the State that it should not do 80; 

—That, one year later, accepting assurances from Mr. Spencer that from the 
papers on record no such ownership could be established, Mr. Smith DID accept 
the very employment that he had turned down a year before, appearing for the 


Southern Railroad in the Dunlap case in Macon, involving the ownership of the 
Central by the Southern; 

—That, during this intervening year there appeared editorials in the columns 
of Mr. Smith’s paper, the Atlanta Journal, PROTESTING AGAINST A RE- 
DUCTION IN FREIGHT AND PASSENGER RATES and condeming radical 
legislation against railroads such as was being generally discussed in state 
legislatures then in session; 

—That, concurrent with Mr. Smith’s change of conscience and his employ- 
ment to appear as the attorney of the Southern Railroad in the Dunlap case he 
appealed to Mr. Samuel Spencer, President of the Southern Railroad Company, 
to secure him a loan of $50,000, WHICH MR. SPENCER DID SECURE ON 
WALL STREET BY HIS PERSONAL ASSURANCE GUARANTESBING THE 
VALUE OF CERTAIN STOCK DEPOSITED AS COLLATERAL. This stock 
was evidently Mr. Smith’s stock in the Atlanta Journal, for Mr. Smith admits 
that the loan was paid on the day that he sold this collateral, April 16th, 1900— 
and that was the time Mr. Smith sold his stock in the Atlanta Journal to its 
present management; 

—That Mr. Smith refuses to give the name of the banking house from 
which President Spencer secured this loan. Président Spencer was for years 
connected in a confidential capacity with the great banking house of J. Pierpont 
Morgan & Company and by it was named for the presidency of the Southern 
Railroad. This great Wall Street House reorganized not only the Southern Rail- 
road, but also the Central Railrod of Georgia, and hence has been recognized 
as the controlling influence in both. Mr. Smith does not deny that he secured 
the loan from that, or another allied house, ‘‘ON MR. SPENCER’S PERSONAL 
ASSURANCE 

—That his loan, according to Mr. Smith’s own admission, was carried for 
@ period of nearly two years, during which time the Journal never chirped 
against the Southern Railroad system, but on the other hand became strangely 
commendatory of railroads in general; 

—That, during the pendency of this loan, Mr. Smith was engaged by the 
railroads at large retainers to argue the legality of the railroad consolidations 
that had been effected, and against which prior to that time Mr. Smith had been 
vigorously protesting in the columns of his newspaper, the Journal; 

—That, in the Macon and Northern case, which came before the Supreme 
Court DURING THE EXISTENCE OF THIS LOAN, Mr. Smith, utterly at 
variance with the custom of the Supreme Court, and in a manner unprecedented 
by the record of that court, appeared in the interest of ‘‘UNNAMED PARTIES 
AT INTEREST IN THE RESULT.’’ He argued that the Central had a right 
to purchase the Macon & Northern, a parallel line, but refused to give the name 
of his client—as he does to give the name of the lender of the $50,000 borrowed 
through the instrumentality of Mr. Spencer; 

—That, if he had admitted he had been employed by the Southern Railroad 
in this case, it would have contradicted his attitude in arguing in the Dunlap 
case that the Southern was not interested in the Central. Was this the reason 
for his refusal to give the name of his client? 

—That, following the loan secured through the instrumentality of Mr. 
Spencer, he appeared at a banquet in Atlanta at which Mr. Spencer was the 
chief guest of the evening and, as was reported by the Atlanta Journal and 
commented upon in the leading editorial of that paper, LOUDLY EXTOLLED

St. Petersburg, July 15.—M. Witte haa 
another long audience with Emperor 
Nicholas today.

Electric Cars Will Ply Between 
Atlanta and Marietta 


Temporary Schedule of One Hour and 
Half Will Be Inaugurated Mon- 
day Morning—New Equip- 
ment To Be Used—Sched- 
ule Is Announced. 


Beginning at 6 o’clock Monday morn- 
ing, the new electric line to Martetta, 
Ga., will be formally opened, and cars 
will leave Marietta and Atlanta at that 
hour. 

The new equipment, track and roadbed 
have been thoroughly tested, and cars 
will run over the route today at frregular 
intervals, but are not for the use of the 
public. Officials of the road will mdke 
final inspections today, and a temporary 
schedule of one hour and a half will be 
inaugurated Monday morning. As soon 
as the new road™f8 fn perfect working 
order, the schedule will be reduced to one 
hour. 

While the cars will leave Atlanta ana 
Marietta every hour and a half, the time 
between the points will be lIittle morse 
than an hour, and the cars will lay 
over at each end of the line. Liperai 
time for the schedule has been provided 
for any contingencies that may arise. 
Later the hour schedule will be inaugur- 
ated, and the round trip will be made in 
two hours. 

The equipment for the new line, known 
as the Atlanta Northern Kailway Com- 
pany, with the same Officers as those or 
the Georgia Raiiway and Electric Com- 
pany, is said to be the best of the 
kind used in any section of the country. 
There are seven cars constructed espe- 
cially for use between Atlanta and Mari- 
etta. Two of these cars are equipped 
with four 75 horse-power motors and tive 
of them with four 50 horse-power mo- 
_ tors. All the cars are equipped with air 


| and emergency brakes and are construct- 
| ed with a view to attaining a high rate 
| of speed and quick stops and starts.

Not a few members of the house and 
senate, particularly some among those 
on the committees on new counties, are 
already reaching the conclusion that new 
county legislation at this session is prac- 
tically out of the question. A vacation 
hearing before the committees and 4 
report at the next session will probably 
be necessary. 

Indeed, the first new county hearing 
held before the two committees in joint 
session on Friday has almost demon- 
strated the impossibility of anything be- 
ing done within the thirty-three days 
that are left, if the matter is to be 
gone into as thoroughly as the situation 
demands and as the committees are in- 
clined to do it. 

There are already twenty of these new 
county schemes before the house and 
senate. Hach of them has its advocates 
and opponents. In each case there are 
also parties who do not object to the 
establishment of the new counties, but 
who want either to be taken in or to 
be left out. They also must be heard 
from. 

It was said of Tift county, the first 
of twenty on the calendar, tifat it had 
no opposition; the hearing developed all 
sorts of opposition, not particularly to 
the formation of the new county itself, 
but to the boundary lines and the man- 
ner in which it was proposed to form 


it. As a result, some half a dozen 
delegations still want to be heard re-| 
garding the proposed new county lines. | 

Crisp’s Stereopticon Lecture. | 

Next, on Monday afternoon, comes the. 
Crisp county hearing. This is the_move-| 
ment that contemplates taking a part) 
of Dooly county and forming a new! 
county with Cordele as the county seat. | 
There is redhot opposition to this move- 
ment,. and those who favor the new 
county are equally determined. It is not 
Likely that Crisp county will bé@*disposed 
of in one afternoon, and yet three new 
county schemes have been assigned for 
a hearing on Monday. 

On Monday night, too, the advocates 
of Crisp county have been given permis- 
sion to present some stereopticon views 
illustrative of their arguments as to why 
Crisp county should be established. This 
picture demonstration will take place in 
the senate chamber. 

It is evident that the new county com- 
mittees have bitten off more than tney 
can chew. it will, no doubt, soon vs 
found that it is impossible to hear from 
all of the delegations for and against 
the new counties at the present session, 
of which there are thirty-three duys left.

In the early years of this decade New 
Orleans had a team which went by the 
mame of the Deppens, a nam@now bourne 
by the negro club .n that city, while 
Knoxville and Columbus both had teams 
at first strictly amateur, next partly pro- 
fessional and afterwards wholly profes- 
sional, 

In 1884 local enthusiasts, among them 
bing Henry Grady, organized a club 


hot for him and he dectied to move to 
Atlanta he bought the other half from 
Manager Peter for a nominal sum, com- 
pared with what he afterwards secured 
for it when sold to the present owners. 

While Abner had the franchise and

GEORGIA’S SEA GIRT TEAM. 


Order Is Issued in Which Lieutenant 
Colonel Nash Is Appointed 
Disbursing Officer. 


Adjutant General S. W. Harris issued 
yesterday an order relative to the partic- 


ipation by Georgia in the annual na- 
tional rifle contest at Sea Girt, N. 
under direction of the United Sates war 


department, 


The order states that the governor has 
accepted the invitation of the war de- 
partment and will erder to Sea Girt on 
or about August 18 a team of eighteen 
men from Georgia to participate in the 
national rifle match. 

A sufficient sum of money has been set 
aside from the annua] government allot- 
ment to Georgia to pay all the expenses 
of the team, and Lieutenant Colonel J. 
Van Holt Nash, assistant inspector gen- 
eral, has been appointed disbursing of- 
ficer for the trip. The remainder of 
the order relates to the conditions of the 
contests and the prizes and trophies to 


be shot for. 

The order says in part: 

“Commanding Officers of companies, 
troops of cavalry, or divisions of naval 
militia, and in the case of regimental (or 
separate battalion) field and 
commanding officer thereof will submit to 
the inspector general Of rifle practice 
(Colonel Walter E. Cooney, Savannan, 
Ga.,) on July 20, a list of candidates 
from their commands, whom they consid- 
er qualified, and who could take the trip 
(August {8 to 31), if finally selected; 
bearing in mind the regulation which 
prescribes that ‘a candidate must have 
done 75 per cent of military duty (pa- 
rades, drills, encampments, and other 
duties of a similar nature) during the pre- 
ceding year’ (12 months). 

“Where candidates whose names are 


submitted have no former official rec- 
ords on file with the department of rifle 
practice, a statement as to their scores 
and experience: must be attached. 

‘The department of rifle practice will 
make a preliminary selection of a team, 
subject to the approval of the adjutant 
general from the lists submitted, of such 
candidates as appear best qualified, num- 
bering a few in excess of the stimpulated 
team, and will prescribe a reguiar course 
of practice, the result of which will gov- 
ern the selection of the team of eighteen. 
The twelve who will actually contest 
in the match wil] be selected as. the 
result of practice at Sea Girt. Ammuni- 
tion for team practice will be issued by 
the state.’’

WHAT WILL HAPPEN WHEN 


NORTH POLE IS LOCATED 


Some Conjuctures From an Unscientific View--Will 
Pole be Transported or Left as It Has 
Been for Centuries? 


By Alan Rogers. 


IEUTEANT PEARY, the ardent 
| American explorer, again announces 
his intention of making another 
dash for the north pole. Possessed of 
| much experience from some nine pre- 
vious attempts, together with a new 
boat, the Roosevelt, built with sugges- 
tions and personal superintendence of the 
explorer. would seem to mean many 
advantages for this present expedition. 
Among the other benefits derived from 
experience is the fact that Mrs. Peary, 
while she will accompany her husband 
as far as Cape Breton, will return home 
and not remain with her husband as on 
a former occasion. 

Interesting is the story, or rather a 
sad chapter in history, which has to deal 
with the presence of a woman, the wife 
of the naval officer, during a bitter win- 
ter in the land of the midnight sun. 
Incidentally, the presence of this very 
brave and charming lady was mentioned 
by some as the ‘“‘white elephant’ and 
'at least partially responsible for the 
| failuré of that particular expedition. 

It was in either the summer of i894 
or 1895 that the writer, with a number 
of other newspaper men, boarded a boat 
at Philadelphia and set forth to meet 
' the returning Peary party, composed of 
'Mrs. Peary, her baby, born in the far 
‘north and all of the other members of 
| the expedition save Lieutenant Peary 
and two others who remained for the 
' purpose of securing further evidence re- 
garding scientific and geographical con- 
ditions. Strange as it may = appear, 
Lieutenant Peary’s body servant was a 
negro named Henderson. According to 
the members of the party he suffered 
less than most of his companions, and 
was credited with much»bravery in the 
bearing of hardships connected with 
many of the long and perilous sledge 
journeys from the Tieadquarters to ihe 
north. 

Chartered by the Geographical Society 
and the scientists of the Academy of 
Natural Sciences, there was much en- 
thusiasm among the passengers on the 
boat, who hurried to welcome the home- 
coming of the wanderers. Professor 
Angelo Heilprin was in charge and to 
hear the conversation of these enthusi- 
asts was perhaps rather more entertain- 
ing than interesting. The natural way 
in which they rolled out the Greek, the 
Latin and other derivations in attaching 
the scientific and technical names of all 
manner of subjects was wonderful. Their 
absolute familiarity with peoples and 
places not yet recorded on any publish- 
ed map proved that they were livng 
well into the future in comparison with 
the average run of citizens busy forget- 
ing ninety per cent of the geos«raphy 
they were supposed to have learned at 
an earlier period. 

Enthusiastic? Why not even with 
every last one of them talking at the 
same time, after the manner of box 
gyartics, did the enthusiasm wane. It 
was this way: They were hurrying to 
meet the first intelligence regarding som2 
rtherto unknown flora or fauna, the 
hushed and quiet playmates of the coy 
and reluctant polar bear. Or, perhaps, it 
was to learn of some new bunch of 
tnat frapped white material which mo- 
bilizes so generously in those parts. 
VW hen it comes to enthusiasm, the scien- 
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bor fadeq to nothing more than a 
rhlegmatic pretzel in the hand of 4a 
Iymphatic Wurtzburger, Wacht am Rhein 
enjoying his pipe, in comparison. The 
reasons are plajn. There is more re- 
jeicing in the discovery of a new ice 
hummock or added proof that the ich- 
thyosauri diq eat melted snow and noi 
breakfast food .No. 49, as Profess9- 
Snitzelgeheimer so ably contended in a 
treatise on the subject at the last quai- 
terly meeting of the society held in 
Larkest Philadelphia. Hard as it may 
seem for laymen, this is but little ex- 
oggerated. As for the scientific fans, 
they are few and their bleachers are cov- 
eerd with the dust of pre-Adamic periods, 
and they seem to feel just as badiy 
etout those outside their circle as 
those outside fee) for them, and only for- 
ge; their sympathy as they climb. and 
hold one-handed to the rear platform of 
a crowded car, having first paid fur 
the privilege. So it is, these two wide- 
'y separated fans laugh at and sympa- 
ttize, each according to his point of 
view. 

Certain it is, that the detailed news 
paper men very soon felt lonesome in 
this strenuous circle. Mobilizing aft, xu 
pasteboard sandwich of fifty-two layers 
was secured from the ship’s gallery and 
wile ‘“‘for'ard,’’ ta keep to the maritime 
vernacular, sclentists argued. the chances 
of richer investigation through polar 
expeditions, the newspaper men also de- 
veted themselves to the discussion of 
chances, although, while in one pariy 
tiere was controversy and harangue, in 
the other there was no more noisy argu- 
ment than a riffle suggestive of a sum- 
mer girl’s stiffened gown fresh from 
the laundry. Now and again, there was 
« clicking interruptian to the stillness 
And yet this might have been the poetic 
lerping of the waves against the bow 
fur ahead. Possibly this clicking was 
no; as regular as common, but, of course, 
you can’t tell in these days, even wave- 
laps may be subject to strikes or in- 
vestigation. At any rate, the party 
“aft,” with concentrated minds, were 
m:cstly able to escape the iliness that is 
of the sea. Groupeq alOng the rail, 
the scientists were less fortunate. Stac- 
cato interruptions with acrobatic poses 
proved unquestionably just how very 
common the world’s greatest students 
really are—which was most encouraging 
for those, whd, with the newspaper 
men, compose the great majority. 

When it comes to these expeditions 
to the far north, with either freezing; 
or starving to death as the chief chances 
in playing the game, the world and its 
people are pretty much divided into two 
c:asses. 

The great majority want to know just 
what Lieutenant Peary is going to dv 
with this prize when he gets it. There 
are many who, in their ignorance, still 
cling to the belief that trangplanting 
would of necessity be attendeg with 
frarful damage. Others, believing it 
would have an effect on the climatic 
ecnditions in its immediate environment, 
insist that the Creator, in all xindness, 
Stuck the North Pole away out in the 
suburbs on purpose. “Go right on,’ 
these will say; “don’t mind us. 

But the end of all this monkeying, this 
starving and freezing to death will be 
that some smart Aleck will find the north 
pole, and, like the Philippines, the policy 
of the government will be not to really 
keep it, which would be so unAmerican, 
but “never let go of it." It would be 
crue] not to just hold the pole for a few 
million years until the ignorant blocks 
of ice could be educated and know how

Would he, 
after the attempts of so many, yield to 
a selfish impulse and separate this fam- 
ily who for centuries have been ‘so chilly 
an’ so pore, to adjust and add the 
while of local coloring to the genius of 
James Whitcomb Riley.” This kind of 
sentiment is of course from those mior- 
bid members of the Children Cruelty S0- 
cieties. who, having no offspring of their 
own to keep them awake at night, are 
officers of mothers’ meetings, and in 
dadir enthusiasm insist that children 
should be permitted to beat and abuse 
their parents, say Tuesdays and Fridays, 
just to preserve the rights of equity, 
equilibrium and an average balance. 

Really, there seems to be no limit to 
the views of the majority and never any 
sort of promise of a prize in the solution 
of this great polar puzzle. As to ieav- 
ing it right where he found it after so 
many years of privation, hardship and 
suffering—such a calamity, it would seem 
would erush even the heroic heart of 
brave Lieutenant Peary. Take it all 
hands ‘round, it honestly would seem that 
the explorer’s excuse is sure an X quan- 
tity and makes Atlanta's position to the 
pennant at the last mere child's play in 
comparison. 

But that was just the difference be- 
tween the ignorant many and the scien- 
tific few. The latter understood it per- 
fectly, but, like most of the great stu- 
dents, couldn't explain. the reason if 
they tried all night with a lime and 
coca-cola to help them in trying to keep 
some kind and charitable listener awake, 
Seriously speaking, the presence of Mrs. 
Peary, the responsibilities of motherhood 
and a newly born baby had a very great 
deal to do with the failure of that partic- 
ular Peary expedition, both in the mat- 
ter of finding the pole and other hoped- 
for discoveries in the way of scientific 
research, 

Quite enough room for proving Mrs. 
Peary's part, there is to warrant another 
Sci- 
entists say the incentives are Many and 
well worth while. Of special value will 
be the information gained regarding the 
question of ocean currents and their 
bearing on causes and conditions in the 
marftime world and certain influences of 
terrestrial magnetism. 

Practically, Atlanta's active interest 
may be small. No matter what the dis- 
coveries regarding ocean currents, trans- 
portationwise, Atlanta’s troubles are ab- 
solutely and entirely those of freight 
rates of railroads. As to terrestrial mag- 
netism, it is not generally believed that 
there ig enough of that material near the 
north pole or away from it to make ne- 
groes chop cotton or in any other way 
soil their hands with anything terres- 
trial in the pursuit of honest labor, whieh 
is the only one thing worth while or 
excusing the fearful hardships, priva- 
tions, enormous expense and loss of life 
in the futile search for this most fasci- 
nating will-o-the-wisp of the scientific 
world. 

Happily, however, Atlanta’s broad and 
libera] interests are by no means con- 
fined to the mere mundane or the purely 
practical. Many are the occasions at 
which Atlanta and Atlantans have proved 
their interest and enthusiasm along the 
lines. of scientific research. Besides, all 
Atlantans are also Americans, a rich 
and wonderful heritage which is like- 
wise the pardonable pride of Lieutenant 
Peary. For this reason and many oth- 
ers, every movement and achievement-- 
and also failure, a potent power in and 
of education—will be followed closely in 
every report by Atlantans, Georgians 
and southerners as well. 

And if the American explorer really 
does acomplish his purpose, even though 
the discovery of ocean currents igs found 
aboslutely futile in lowering tariffs to 
and from Ohio river crossings, and the 
truth is established that terrestrial mag- 
netism cannot generate sufficient force 
to make the negro leave the dreamy land 
of cocaine for the weed-choked fields of 
cotton, still from West End to Brook- 
wood, from the mountains to Tybee, and 
from the Potomac to the Rio Grande, 
the song of Dixie will be the song of the 
union, pacans of praise for Peary until 
the vibrations from the enthusiastic, 
solid chorus shall proclaim to all the 
world another American victory.

Since the present Son of Heaven turned 


from his haram and his rhymesters to 
quell the warring shoguns, the swords of! 


the samtrai have been rusting. Shorn of 
the opportunity to fight, they have grad- 
ually fallen into the ways of peace.

FOR THE MASTER’S HONOR. 

One of the favorite tales of old Japan 
concerns itself with the fatal] quarrel of 
Onoye and Iwafuji, two ladies in waiting 
upon the wife of a daimio. Onoye was 
of common birth, being the daughter of 


a merchant, while Iwafuji belonged to! 
the higher class. It was so unusua] for a 
plebian to attend a lady of quality that 
her presence was resented... The jealousy | 
became so intense that finally Iwafuji| 
struck the gentle Onoye with her san- 
dal—a most flagrant insult—ang chal- 
lenged her to combat- with the sword. 
Onoye could not meet her rival because | 
her common education had not included 
instruction in fencing. The insulted gir! 
pondered long over her inability to right 
her grievance. Seeing no way. out of'| 
the difficulty she killed herself. 

“The climax of the affair was the 
prompt vengeance of O'’Haru, the spirit- 
ed maid of Onoye. Although a servant, 
O’Haru was the daughter of a samurai 
and knew the art of self-defense. She/ 
publicly returned the insult Iwafujfi had | 
visited upon her mistress and disarmed 
her in the sword bout which followed. 
When the particulars of the fatal quarrel 
reached the ears of the daimio, he re- 
warded the plucky O’Haru by appointing 
her to the position of her dead mistress. 
The saying goes in Japan that one had 
better nourish a dog than an unfaithful 
servant. Loyalty to the master’s honor 
is expected of all who serve, consequent- 
ly the interference of O’Haru was war- 
ranted and her reward justified. 


LOVE’S LONG CALL TO DUTY. 

‘Another old story is the incident which 
is touched upon in the play of ‘The 
Loyal Ronins.’. It ‘exemplifies the ori- 
ental] idea that a woman’s cardinal virtue 
is self. abnegation when the good of her 
husband or master is concerned. A young 
samurai was in need of a stipulated sum 
of money to make good his honor in a 
certain transaction. As he had no 
means of procuring. the funds, his in- 
tezgrity was at stake. Without his 
knowledge his young ‘wife volunteered 
to sell herself to the keeper of a brothel 
for a term of months, providing a cash 
payment was made to her in advance. 
She asked a price equal to that of her 
husband's Obligation, thus Saving his 


good name without reckoning the coin’ 
cost to herself. Of course all concerned | 
felt the dishonor of the means used to} 
save the young man’s reputation, but the | 
disgrace was not considered as great as 
if his good name had been sullied. 

“This reveals the difference in the view | 
point of the Occidental and the Oriental 
as to what constitutes womanly virtue. | 
The western idea is that personal chas- | 
tity is the prime requisite, while to the} 
eastern mind the body may be defiled to | 
safeguard principles of honor that are) 
considered higher. Such sacrifices are. 
not regarded lightly, and are only con-| 
doned on account of the high motives) 
which prompt them. But this is a tale| 
of the olden times. Such things happen- | 
ed only infrequently then and their oc-) 
currence has ever been rare. Because} 
an occasional woman, prompted Dy tne, 
noble resolve to do what she believes her | 
sacred duty, sacrifices herself, it does | 
not follow that all our women are !m-| 
moral. Please put it in the writing as 
I have spoken. 

THE LAW OF SELF CONTROL. 

‘Self-control is taught the Japanese 


etiquette in this regard are inviolable. 
Convention frequently requires her to 
pass through the most trying ordeals 
without showing: emotion. The experi- 
ence which recently befell the wife of 
Prince Kita-Shirakawa will idllustrate. 
An ancient court formally requires that 
every prince of the royal blood must die
